tralized and irresponsible force as any 
in the most autocratic day s of the old

empire. 
Democracy

Italy ,

Sept. - 25.—A 
rather strenuous schedule has been 
arranged for H erbert Hoover on his 
one day excursion into the south 
early next month, during which he 
’tvill \Isit 
two 
cities 
and 
pass 
ihrough half a dozen others in the 
Tennessee and Virginia Mountains 
by train or automobile. 
The Republican presidential can­ 
didate will make t'W'o speeches the 
principal one at Elizabethton, Tenn.. 
in mid-afternoon on October 6, and 
the other a t Johnson City, Tenn., 
late in the day 
just 
before 
he 
boards his private 
train for 
the 
overnight return run to Washington. 
As the schedule is now^ arranged 
the party will leave here over the 
Southern Railway a t 11 p. m|, on 
the night of October 5 with the 
first stop at Lynchburg, where the 
transfer will be made to the Nor­ 
folk and W estern. 
Bristol, 
which 
straddles 
the 
Virginia-Tennessee 
line, is to be reached around 9 :30 
a. m., and there the nominee will 
make a rear platform appearance. 
Switched back to the Southern, 
the special train will then proceed 
to Elizabeth, arriving about 11:30 
a. m. 
The train will be halted out­ 
side the city limits and the party 
will motor through the town, the 
parade ending in time for luncheon 
at 12:30 o’clock at which Mr. Hoov­ 
er will be the honor guest and at 
which he may have a word or two 
to say.

Frederick Jamieson, Honolulu bank­ 
er, from school, Fukunaga was in­ 
dicted yesterday and arraigned be­ 
fore Circuit Judge Alva E. Stead­ 
man who refused to accept the Jap­ 
anese student’s plea of “guilty, sir.” 
The judge advised the confessed 
slayer that territorial law- forbade 
a plea of guilty to a first degree 
m urder charge, and required m ak­ 
ing a defense. 
Accordingly, 
the 
judge said he would appoint a de­ 
fense attorney today. 
The slayer, who has told police 
he killed the boy 
w-ithin 
a few 
houis after the kidnapping, and be­ 
fore he collected $4,000 ransom from 
the frenzied father, has expressed 
willingness to die for his crime. 
Local law prescribes that tw-o days 
m ust elapse after conviction by a 
jury before sentence can be passed, 
and 14 days elapse between sentenc­ 
ing and execution, in case the ex­ 
trem e penalty is given.
